The much - discussed "activity 
monopoly" bill which would restrict 
BMOCs in the number of extia- 
curriculars they could participate in 
was defeated in the Student Legis- 
lature Wednesday by a 10 to nine 
vote. 

The bill, which was introduced a 
fonn ght ago by Jeanne Barker and 
Bob Nash, student body vice-presi- 
dents, provided for division of all 
campus activities into "A." "B." and 
"C" groups with maximum loads to 
be dete. mined by the academic 
standings ol the participants. The 
rpensors expressed a belief that the 
measure would serve a dual purpo-e 
of: 1' limiting "aciivity-hcunds" eo 
that they may seive efficiently in 
a few activities rather than hap- 
hazardly in many, and 2> providing 
vacancies that would be filled by 
students who have been interested 
in extra -cui riculars but who were 
always beaten out of offices by the 
better-known BMOCs. 

Sponsors Still Hope 

Both sponsors expressed the hope 
that the next legislature would re- 
consider or revise the defeated bill 
and would take some action cn what 
they said they felt was an "urgent 
matter." 

An amendment to the constitu- 
tion was passed whereby the presi- 
dent of the association would he:e- 
after receive an annual salary ol 
$100. and both vice-presidents sal- 
aries of S50 a year. Tile amendment 
also provides that a Student Gov- 
ernment office be established, with 
filing cabinets provided for safe- 
keeping ol association papers The 
amendment Is to be placed on the 
presidential election ballot for lati- 
ficaticn by the student body. 

Also to be determined by the 
i students at Monday's balloting is 
j the question of whether spring va- 
citicn should be held each year at 
, Easter or during ll:e KEA conveti- 
: tion as at present. 

Members uf the Legislature ai>- 
stnt were Staker and Stem. 
A committee appointed to adjust 
; the representation from the various 
(colleges tas stipulated by the con- 
stitution) reported that the popula- 
tion ratios had not changed suffi- 
ciently to call for an alteration of 
the present distribution. 

Lower Standing Suggested 
A proposed amendment to lower 
the presidential academic requ're- 
ment from a standing of 1.8 to 1.5 
was defeated, as was a bill to place 
ballot boxes in each of the colleges 
and the men's and women's dorm- 
ities for Monday's election.

Seventy-nine students completed 
their examinations during the first 
two days of the campus safe driv- 
ing campaign, arranged jointly by 
the Student Union and The Kernel 
in an effort to further safe driving 
among the students.

So far the number of men has 
greatly surpassed Uie number of 
women taking the tests, only 10 of 
the 79 being women. Four persons 
failed to pass their out-door driving 
test, while 11 students flunked the 
road rule examination. 

In the written driving test, and 
the activity, steadiness and question 
box tests, the scores were high 
enough to rank belter than the av- 
erage driver. 

Several perfect grades were re- , 
corded on the written driving test, 
but tlie machines proved to be hard- 
er although several scores were con- 
sidered well above the average. Two 
persons were restricted to glasses 
while driving a s a result of their 
kn • !_!'.:: tflst grades.
